Going, therefore, teach ye all nations, baptis- 
: them in the name of the Father, and of the 
m, and of the Holy Ghost; teaching them to 
‘serve all things whatsoever I have commanded 
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you. And, behold, I am with you all. days even 
to the consummation of the world.” (St. Mat- 
thew XVII, 18-20.) 

Under that order we feel bound to endeavor 
to win everybody to Christ and to the Church 
which Christ established as His agency to teach 
the truths of eternal life. 

We would to God that the foregoing were 
true of all Catholics both clerical and lay, 
but we are very sorry to confess that it is 
not true; and this lack of endeavor to win 
everybody to Christ and to the Church ex- 
plains why there should be in the world, 
after nineteen centuries, only three hundred 
million Catholics, almost as many Schis- 
matic and Protestant Christians and about 
one thousand million Mohammedans and 
Pagans. 

Protestants are fond of quoting against 
Catholics the saying of our Blessed Lord 
to the Pharisees: “Ye compass sea and 
land to make one proselyte and when he is 
made you make him the child of hell two- 
fold more than yourselves.” (Matt. 22, 15.) 
We repudiate with indignation the latter 
portion of this indictment and we acknowl- 
edge with sorrow that the former part, alas, 
is also untrue, at least as far as the rank 
and file of Catholics are concerned: 

A Bishop of our acquaintance who never 
fails to use every opportunity to seek the 
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conversion of non-Catholics, and who 
greatly laments the lack of zeal displayed, 
as a general rule, on the part of Catholics 
for the conversion of their non-Catholic 
neighbors gave, as a practical illustration, 
the case of a Protestant gentleman whose 
acquaintance he made while traveling on 
a train. This gentleman was to spend the 
following Sunday in his See City and he 
gave him a very pressing invitation to at- 
tend High Mass at the Cathedral. The in- 
vitation was accepted most cordially with 
the following statement: “For the past 25 
years I have been intimately associated with 
Catholics in business transactions as well 
as socially, and I have the highest regard 
for them personally as well as for the Cath- 
olic Church itself, but this is the first time 
I have ever received an invitation to attend 
a Catholic service and you, Bishop, are the 
first to show any interest in my conversion 
to your Faith. I am indeed most grateful.” 
The Editor was present with the same 
Bishop on another occasion when he 
pressed home to a New Yorker of Presby- 
terian lineage, but who had married a Cath- 
olic wife, the urgent claims of the Catholic 
Church upon his personal allegiance. His 
appreciation of the Bishop’s interest was 
most evident but what was our astonish- 
ment when he informed us that although he 
had attended Mass with his wife on Sun- 
days for years and was intimately acquaint- 
ed with the pastor of the Church, the latter 
had never so much as broached the subject 
of his becoming a Catholic. 

Since the foregoing was written we have 
received a letter from an African mission- 
ary in which he mentions the Baganda, one 
of the tribes of British East Africa, whom 
the Mill Hill Fathers have converted from 
paganism. He thus describes their mis- 
sionary zeal for the conversion of their 
heathen neighbors: 

“The Baganda are marked out, as no 
other tribes round the Lake Victoria Ny- 
anza have been, as the preachers of the 
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Gospel to their heathen neighbors. They 
have a force of character which at once 
stamps them as leaders. They are simply 
invaluable to the missionaries out here in 
Uganda and abroad.” 

Ought not these Baganda lay apostles of 
our holy faith provoke to jealousy our 
American Catholics? 

We know there are multitudes of Amer- 
ican Catholics who are filled with a truly 
Apostolic zeal for the conversion of thei: 
Protestant neighbors at home and of Pagans 
abroad. For these we have only words of 
praise and commendation. The object of 
this editorial is to arouse among our Read- 
ers a feeling of compunction wherever this 
zeal in making .converts is lacking and to 
awaken in everyone a livelier conviction 
that our Divine Lord had us ALL in mind 
when He gave that world-wide and age 
long commission to the blessed Apostles: 
“Go ye into the whole world and make 
disciples of all nations.”

They recalled also with 
gratitude the Peace proposals of last Au- 
gust. 

The Austrian aviators who recently raid- 
ed Naples, passed near Rome on their re- 
turn, but dropped no bombs. It is said that 
the presence of the Holy Father saved 
Rome from attack. While all other tights 
were out, those in the Vatican were aglow. 
There are few kings so foolhardy as to 
openly and deliberately attack the city of 
the Great King of Kings where dwells His 
Vicar. And so surely as He is not an im- 
potent God without power over the destin- 
ies of men, will the Entente Allies fare bet- 
ter when they openly renounce the compact 
they contrived to make among themselves 
since the beginning of this war against the 
Chief Representative of God upon earth 
having any voice in the terms and condi- 
tions of peace. With the consciousness of 
this compact now hanging over their heads, 
will they not do some little act of humility 


and faith which looks to God rather than 
themselves for a solution of the supreme 
struggle, whose sacrifice, if inspired by a 
desire to accomplish the will of God, should 
win blessings and peace for all in that fash- 
ion in which God alone can accomplish the 
seemingly impossible? 


The protests of Denver Catholics put a 
quietus on the malicious sputterings of one 
Major John Robertson, a Scotch Protestant 
chaplain, who thought to divert the minds 
of Americans by bigoted untruths. After 
being called upon several times by the 
United States District Attorney, Major 
Robertson found reasons sufficient for can- 
celling his. engagements and leaving the 
country, according to the Denver Catholic 
Register. 


We learn from the Annuario Pontificio, 


the Papal Year-Book for’ 1918, just lately 
issued in Rome, that there have been estab- 
lished from the beginning of the pontificiate 
of Pope Benedict XV, to the end of 1917, 
four new arch: piscopal and twelve epis 
copal sees, as well as eight vicariates and 
three prefectures apostolic. “ Of the sixty- 
six Cardinals living, fourteen were creat 
ed by Leo XIII, thirty-five by Pius X and 
the remainder by the present Pontiff. 


A few weeks ago when the height of a 
crisis was reached in Spain, King Alfonso, 
by a clever ruse, brought the various op- 
posing leaders together in his palace, and 
heroically demanded some form of agree- 
ment, asserting that he would remain at his 
post so long as a battalion remained faith- 
ful to defend Spain, its constitution and the 
dynasty. When a coalition cabinet was an- 
nounced the following day, the monarch 
had to show himself to acknowledge the en- 
thusiastic ovations of the people. 

On April oth a Solemn Requiem Mass 
was celebrated in St. Patrick’s Cathedral 
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for those who perished in a Paris church 
on Good Friday by a shell from a long- 


range gun.

The advance sheets of the Catholic

407 students enrolled.

factors to their fellow travelers along the 
highways and by-paths of life. 
Whereas, the rule of action governing 
the Members of the St. Christopher's 
Chapter will not be different from the 
general rule common to all Chapters and 
Branches of the U. N. B. L., it will have 
its own by-laws and regulations peculiar 
to itself. For example, its membership !s 
to be divided into Three Degrees: those 
who enroll in the First Degree undertake 


to consecrate to God, the Church and the 


poor a certain portion of their earnings, 
but do not pledge themselves to any 
specified sum: those who are enrolled in 
the Second Degree obligate themselves 
to give to God a Tenth of their earnings ; 
whereas the Third Degree is designed for 
those who consecrate all that they have, 
or are able to earn, to the service of God 
and spend upon self only what is neces- 
sary for a poor man’s: existence. This 
Third Degree is designed for those living 
in Holy Religion and those who, though 
living in the world, practise evangelical 
poverty. The sermon of the Father Min- 
ister was followed by the Benediction of 
the Blessed Sacrament, after which those 
who wished to become Charter members 
of the St. Christopher’s Chapter remained 
in the church and were so enrolled.

My father-in- 
law also tried his very best to keep me even by 
violent means. I was beaten and chained for 
several days in my father-in-law’s house. I had 
to leave my wife whom I loved sincerely; this 
separation cost me a good deal. The mockeries 
of my people were also a terrible trial. 








ILI. In spite of all this I felt a great courage 
and counted all for nothing when compared to 
the happiness of being a Christian. All this I 
attribute to the devotion to the Sacred Heart of 
Jesus. My good friend Mr. M.... the catechist, 
had given me a picture of the Sacred Heart 
which I kept secretly. I looked at it and prayed 
to our Lord and felt much confidence, courage 
and enthusiasm to suffer even more in order to 
save my soul. Later on, years after my baptism, 
this confidence in the Sacred Heart helped me 
to start and succeed in a very difficult expedition 
which ended in bringing my wife and convert- 
ing her. 

“When we see the immense number 
of Protestant laymen, women and young 
folks leaving comfortable homes to come 
out here and labor for the conversion of 
these countless millions of pagans, one 
can only wonder how soon our lay move- 
ment will commence, so that our laymen 
will do the same. We have notable ex- 
amples here of Protestant women, na- 
tives of the country, abandoning home 
and married life, going to Europe and 
America, lecturing and raising funds to 
come back and in a high-minded spirit, 
putting up large works of charity and 
education, while we have to lament the 
fact that so many of ours leave all the 
work to the clergy. No doubt there is 
enough zeal in the world to convert the 
whole world, if it could only be assem- 
bled and directed in the proper channels. 
One meets with prominent laymen and 
women gnawing their heart out to en- 
gage in some work of charity and re- 
ligion, being filled with zeal for souls, 
and perhaps through lack of direction 
the good seed gradually dries up, having 
been thrown on to stony ground. Lay 
apostles can reach many classes of peo- 
ple here whom nobody else can reach. 
The women of the East are more or less 
secluded and none but lay women can 
reach them. It is safe to say that if 
many, like the convert mentioned above, 
had had a good lay friend who could 
have more time to devote to him than 
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any priest could, his path would have 
been smoother.and the number of suc 
cessful converts greater. India is a 
seething bee-hive. A single priest in a 
city is as lost in numbers as the pro 
verbial needle in the haystack.” 


Rev. Father S. De Silva, French Rocks, 
Mysore, India, who recently has received 
much assistance from members of the U.N. 
B. L., tells jn his latest letter about the 
scourge of cholera and smallpox afilicting 
the pagan villagers of his parish. 

“Just now there are cholera-and small- 
pox; the latter is prevalent in my district 
and the former in the neighboring villages 
When the pagan villages are attacked they 
perform a ceremony to pacify their god and 
ask the reason why they are chastised. For 
this purpose a certain man amongst them 
will be promised. 

“When I was in one of these villages a 
ceremony of this kind took place, and the 
man promised, I was told, was asked: ‘\\’hy

the disease has not gone into the Catholic 
streets?’ He answered, saying: ‘! am ajraid 
to go there, as there is @ man with a rod 
who beats us mercilessly: the Church in this 
village is in honor of St. John and it is he 
who protects the people.’ 

“The majority of Hindus know that the 
Catholic religion is the true one, but they 
have not the courage to take the step owing 
to the many difficulties they have to undergo 
after their conversion. I have a family in 
my district who are well disposed | wards 
our religion. They say our prayers, they 
have our images and pictures. I speak often 
to them about religion; they believe all that 
I say but, alas, they have not made up their 
mind for Baptism. 

“Pray then, my good Father, for this fam- 
ily, and please ask all the members of you 
Community to do the same. The conversion 
of this family will open the way for many 
more conversions.” 
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BOKOD MISSION AMONG THE 
IGOROTS 

Last Autumn the Rev. Joseph DeSam- 
ber, a Belgian Missionary of the Congre- 
gation of the Immaculate Heart of Mary, 
stationed at Baguio, Province of Benguet, 
Philippine Islands, addressed to us a letter 
which we published in the November 
LAMP. The substance of his appeal is con- 
tained in the following excerpt: 


“We do not need large sums of money 
for this purpose; just sufficient to cover the 
expenses of the simple living of the Father 
and to pay the school teachers. The school 
expenses are $20.00 monthly to pay the two. 
teachers, and another $20.00 monthly would 
permit the Father to live amongst his peo- 
ple.”

The Otok School, Bokok Mission 


Before the war broke out a pretty litile 
church and a missionary house were built 
in Bokod, a center of Igorot people, in the 

‘b-province of Benguet, whose simplicity 
ind good feeling promised great hope of an 
early conversion to the Catholic Faith, if 
nly had their Priest with them. The 
Priest was appointed, but could not manage 
take up his abode amongst his children. 
“he war had affected our resources, and we 
| to restrain the development of our 
mission work; but now that the public 
hools and Protestants are endeavoring to 
‘ake advantage of our serious situation, 
which they know too well, there is the peril 
of our losing these poor souls. 


our readers volunteered to supply the funds 
necessary to re-open the Bokod Mission, 
We have just received a letter from him 
giving us a report of how the work at Bokod 
is progressing. We are sure his account 
will interest our Readers and that there will 
be more volunteers to propagate the Faith 
among the Igorots who are still pagans. 
“The Bokod Mission where already the 
Church and Mission House have been con- 
structed, will be the ‘point de depart’ to all 
the Igorot municipalities, with their many 
villages situated in the Northwest of the 
Benguet Province. Ortok was the only 
municipality without a public school, there- 


. fore we could at once start a school in that 





place, and at this moment there is a poor 
school building with 45 boys and a teacher 
engaged at $15.09 @ month. 

“It is very difficult to have girls in the 
school. The Igorot seldom allows his 
daughters to have any education. This is 


the reason why, some months ago, in August 
1914, our Superior ordered .me to have a 
central school in Bogino, something like a 
college with board, lodging and clothing free 
for Igorot girls, in order to have in the fu- 
ture good Catholic lady teachers and also 
good examples of Christian women in those 
Igorot towns. This Igorot Girls College is 
now a part of the San Louis College of the 
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Belgian Sisters in Baguio, and as it is espe- 
cially for the welfare of the large Bokod 
Mission, I have to help it a good deal. The 
Belgian Sisters are doing the work and as 
the times improve they will be able to sus- 
tain the College with the proceeds from the 


sale of the lace made by the girls. 

“At the residence of our Father Provin- 
cial we have a central college for the Igorot 
boys with the same purpose in view as for 
the girls. Every missionary may send three 
boys there free, but, if more are sent he 
must pay a part of the expense. I had my 
three boys there but now that the future is 
looking so bright I have sent three more 
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boys; they will be of precious aid as time 
goes on. ° 


“We are preparing for the opening of 
boys’ and girls’ schools in Bokod. The va- 
cation time in the Philippines is from Holy 
Week until the 10th of June. Therefore 
our Provincial Superior told me to use the 
money of the first month in building the two 
school houses, also in furnishing the school

“Listening to the Abbot of Caldey as he 
addressed the American Caldey Committee 
on Tuesday, one wondered what St. Paul 
would have to say if confronted. by the 
spectacle of an abbot who, struggling for 
the preservation of his little community, had 
braved the peril of the submarine, who was 
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portraying the beauties of the comtemplat- 
ive life in terms of lantern slides, who was 
pleading in the grand ball room of the Plaza 
Hotel for the religious security of a white- 
robed brother pacing the silent cloister in 
far off Caldey, and who told a most gripping 
story of spiritual conflict followed by spiri- 
tual peace by way of explaining his highly 
material task of raising $100,000. The 
Great Missionary who had braved many 
perils and raised his voice in many strange 
places would probably have felt quite at 
home. 

“The Abbot, be it said for the penefit of 
those who have not had the good fortune to 
see or hear him, treats with a most engaging 
lightness a financial problem which would 
send most business men into a fit of the 
blues. Eleven years ago he had enough 


money to buy the Island of Caldey, which 
is not a very large island, off the coast of 


Wales, being only eight miles round a much 
indented coast line. He had enough over to 
indulge a craving for the contemplative life 
which he shared with a small number of 
kindred spirits. A section of the Church of 
England, heartily approving, was generous 
in proffering support. .A new Benedictine 
Priory, which he insisted to himself was 
Catholic, for all it was not in communion 
. with Rome, grew so fast as soon to over- 
shadow the old buildings from which Henry 
VIII had driven the last Benedictines. Six 
years of spiritual peace, and then a period 
of anguish succeeded by peace again, but 
with all the old sustaining relations broken, 
with all the old generous support with- 
drawn. For they had submitted to Rome, 
and the conversion was resented. He and 
his brethren, vowed to peaceful contempla- 
tion, were forced to go out and borrow 
money so that they might be able to stay in 
their home. Then peace again, as much as 
there can be peace when a big debt hangs 
over one’s head. Then the war, and an end 
of the little industries by which the brothers 
supported themselves and made provision 
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for keeping their obligations. Then a de 
mand for repayment and a threat of fore 
closure; the prospect of the restored Bene 
dictines being driven out again, scattered to 
the corners of the earth. Then the jour 
neyings up and down, across and back, over 
a stranger continent, dragging a lengthen- 
ing chain of disappointment, And now, on 
the eve of departure, cheerful, humorous, in 
the best of spirits, to all appearances una- 
ware that there was anything in the world 
that mattered except that he and his asso- 
ciates had found the interior peace they s 

patiently sought, and had been welcomed 
by Pope Pius X into the Church they had 
thought they never need enter, here was thc 
Abbot talking about worldly affairs with as 
much unconcern as though raising the bad!) 
needed money was of no more vital conse 
quence than writing the six figures on a 
slate. 

“No doubt the experts in salesmanship, 
who seem, sometimes, to reduce all human 
interests to terms of their fascinating pro 
fession, would admire the Abbot. His ab 
solute confidence in the all-importance 0} 
his mission, his sublime assurance that an 
institution which had shown its worthiness 
to live would not be allowed to die, and his 
evident conviction that though he went away 
without it the badly needed money would 
follow him, could not fail to carry convic 
tion.”

of Constantinople, Mgr. Papadopoulos 
who is the first and only Greek Cathol 
Bishop in communion with Peter, the head 
of the Church, after many centuries of ~~ 
schism. 

You may then, dear Father, well imagine 
that it wos a most agreeable surprise to me 
to find in Tue Lamp your soulful articles 
on Reunion, when, after laboring for ten 
years as a plain Greek priest among the 
schismatic Christians, my attention was = 
drawn to those articles some time after my 
arrival here, whither I had been sent by the 4 
Holy Father as a missionary of Reunion, sf 
namely to elicit in this country interest in 
this important work and collect funds for 
an essential phase of that work lately in- 
augurated by the Vicar of Christ in Con- 
stantinople. Especially did I note with su- 
preme satisfaction your insistence on the 
necessity of prayer, ardent prayer, for the 
speedy fulfilment of the long-standing pre- 
diction of the Good Shepherd that the : 
“Other Sheep... . shall hear My voice, 4 
and there shall be One Fold and One Shep- a 
herd.” 

The present seems the acceptable time, 
especially in the Near East. Now that, on 
account of the radical political changes 
caused by the war, local and state politics 
and other worldly motives are no longer 
the great obstacle they formerly were to a 
return of the “Other Sheep” to the “One 
Fold” and as the “Other Sheep” upon their 
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return will find, practically speaking, the 
same faith, and identically the same liturgy, 
rites, sacred language, feasts and fasts and 
customs, we may reasonably expect mil- 
lions of conversions, provided our Holy 
Father be enabled, through the liberality 
of his children here in America, to send to 
the schismatics a sufficient number of mis- 
sionaries native to the soil and conversant 
with the traditions and customs of the peo- 
ple. But as the turning of the will to ac- 
knowledge the supremacy of the Roman 
Pontiff is primarily a result of God's gentle 
grace, you do well to accentuate the great 
need of prayer for the cause of Reunion, 
And believe me, dear Father, your prayers 
and those of your devout clientele are al- 
ready producing results. Numerous con- 
versions, coming in steadily, are reported 
not only from Russia, but also from other 
countries in which the schismatics predom- 
inate Such is the pleasant 
news 1 received by mail only a few days 
ago, from Mgr. Papadopoulos 

But there is a very disconcerting note in 
his Lordship’s letter: he speaks of the aw- 
ful plight of his missionaries and_ their 
‘impoverished charges. Hence I deem it my 
duty, in addition to my main work, also to 
call the attention of yourself and your kind 
readers to the desperate situation of the 
Catholic Missions in Turkey, confident that 
your sympathy will at once go out to these, 
perhaps the poorest of our brethren. One 
accustomed to American conditions can 
scarcely imagine how dreadfully bad is the 
situation of those poor peasants. Ground 
down by centuries of persecution, bitterly 
boycotted by their schismatic fellow-citi- 
sens, accustomed to primitive methods in 
housing, agriculture and business, lacking 
many of the natural and artificial advant- 
ages deemed necessities with us, they look, 
even in peace times, to their Priests not 
only for spiritual food, but also for bodily 
food and help: these Priests were never 
on salary, but managed to eke out a frugal 
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existence with the alms and Mass Stipends 
sent them from Italy and France via Rome 
After years of war, the breadwinners gone, 
and the scant natural resources exhausted, 
famine stalks gawnt in the land. In his 
last letter Mgr. Papadopoulos gave me the 
following schedule of the prices of staples 
in Constantinople: flour, $1.00 a pound; 
bread, 45c a pound (fancy what the in- 
gredients of that bread moy be); meat, 
$1.50 to $1.80 a pound; butter, $2.00 a 
pound; fish, from $1.50 to $2.00; beans, 
60c a pound; sugar, $3.00; coffee, $6.00 a 
pound. The harassed Bishop adds: “And 
yet, thanks be to God, we are still alive.” 
But how long can this be borne? In a 
previous letter the Bishop tells of how in 
the interior of Thrace, mothers who had 
lost their husbands and other means of sup 
port, had come to the Priest's hut and laid 
their emaciated babies on the ground be 
fore the door as a mute appeal for a piece 
of bread. The list of prices will conve, 
a deeper meaning when we remember that 
in those countries, in time of peace, the 
ordinary necessities of life are much 
cheaper than here, that it takes four to 
five times more time and energy there to 
earn a dollar than it does here, and that the 
opportunity now for earning are almost 
none among the peasants.

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GENERAL FOCH BROTHER OF A 
JESUIT PRIEST 

The brother of a Jesuit is leading the 
Allied armies. For such indeed is Gen. 
Ferdinand Foch (Fosh), the hope and hero 
of the Allied world. Years ago France was 
looking for a military man competent to fill 
the post of director of the Ecole de Guerre. 
The post was a coveted one. Unnumbered 
French general officers of high family and 
political connections were seeking the place. 
The wires were pulled so hard and the en- 
~tanglements became so complex that Clem- 
enceau (then Premier) ‘suddenly cast all 
the schemers aside and decided to pick a 
dark horse of his own choosing. 

Whereupon the French Premier one day 
invited the unsuspecting Gen. Foch, who 
had not been so much as mentioned among 
the candidates and never had had the 
vaguest hope that his name would be 
considered even for a moment, to call 
for a routine conference. At the close of 
the perfunctory talk Clemenceau suddenly 
invited Gen. Foch to luncheon with him. 

“Oh, by the way, General,” remarked the 
Premier lightly over the coffee and cigars, 
“T have a bit of news for you. It may in- 
terest you to learn that you are nominated 
Director of the Ecole de Guerre.” 

“1?” exclaimed the astounded General. 
“Why, I am net even a candidate. It’s im- 
possible. And besides I fear you do not 
know about my family. What would the 
politicians say if they were to learn that the 
Director of the Ecole de Guerre is of a re- 
ligious family, to whom the Church is of 
tremendous moment? You may not know 
it, but my brother is a. Jesuit! Think of it, 
a Jesuit priest!” 

“That be damned!” is the reply attributed 
to the brusque French Premier. “All the 








Jesuits in the world could not alter the fact 
that you are to be the Director of the Ecole 
de Guerre!” 

And thereupon for five years Gen. Foch, 
as head of France’s great school of war, 
rendered services as a. military teacher 
which went far toward turning out the un- 
paralleled army which for almost four years 
has been putting up the magnificent fight 
of history. 

Like Gen. Joffre, Gen. Foch was born 
in the south of France. In fact, both were 
born a few miles from each other within 
less than four months. Gen. Foch is the 
descendant of an ancient Basque family, 
which for many generations lived in what 
is now the Department of the Hautes- Pyre 
nees, on the Spanish border, The general 
was born October 2, 1851, in the town of 
Tarbes. + , 

His father, Napoleon Foch, was a Bona 
partist and secretary of the prefecture at 
Tarbes under Napoleon III. There also 
were born Gen. Foch’s brothers. One of 
these brcthers is a lawyer and also bears 
the name of Napoleon. The other brother 
is still a priest in the Society of Jesus. 

The general and his brothers attended a 
small college in-Tarbes and then left home 
to take up -their respective military, legal 
and religious studies. After his service as 
a subaltern—like Joffre—in the Franco- 
Prussian war of 1870, young Foch began 
rapidly to earn a reputation as a student 
and military scientist among his colleagues 
in the army. When 26 years old he received 
a commission as captain in the artillery 
and steadily rose in rank until, while a 
brigadier-general, he went back to his old 
Ecole de Guerre as its director. 

Following his five years as head of the 
war college he was placed in command of 
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the Thirteenth Division of the French 
army. Next he commanded the Eighth 
Corps at Bourges, and from this command 
he was placed at the head of the Twentieth 
Corps at Nancy. . 

When the great conflict between his own 
country and Germany finally was begun by 
Germany in August, 1914, Gen. Foch was 
in the Lorraine district. Then when the 


Germans had ravished Belgium and were‘ 


tearing down upon Paris he was hurried 
from his post to stand side by side with 
loffre in the great counter attack which 
culminated at the Marne. 

And on Sept. 9, 1914, it was Gen, Foch 

ho, reasoning that there must be some 
sort of gap between the Prussian Guard and 
the Saxon army, “found the enemy’s weak 
point.” He promptly assembled a suffi- 
cient quantity of artillery to smash the 
Guard in the marshes of St. Gond, sepa- 
rated Saxon from,Prussian, and so forced 
the Germans to fall back. 

Again he was in general command at 
Ypres, fortunately, when once more the 
Germans made a great onslaught. At the 
head of the British and Belgian as well as 
the French forces which met that onslaught, 
Gen. Foch again outfought and outgener- 
aled the Germans. And once more he 
stopped their drive which this time was 
headed toward Calais and the English 
Channel, ; 

by this time he was hailed, even by the 
greatest of military experts, as one of the 
foremost military geniuses of the whole 
war. He had become known now as one 
man who could act impetuously and yet, 
strange as the paradox may seem, always 
with scientific calculation—with “clear- 
thinking impulsiveness’—as one British 
military observer of note put it. As taciturn 
as Joffre on occasions, he showed always a 
nervous dash and headlong method of at- 
tack never observed in the more cautious 
but very able Joffre.

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TRAINING CAMP ACTIVITIES OF 
AN ARMY CHAPLAIN 


We make the following quotation from a 
letter of Chaplain W. J. Munster, 310th 
Field Artillery, stationed at Camp Meade, 
Maryland, and written under date of March 
25th. It will give our Readers a glimpse 
into the life of our Catholic priests who are 
devoting themselves to the welfare of our

soldiers in the great cantonments built by 
the Government in various parts of the 
United States for the training of the newly 
drafted soldiers before crossing the seas to 
the battle front. 

“Am going up to the K. of C. building 
now for Confessions. Got some last Satur- 
day who had been away from Church for 
years, One was away for 15 years. I am 
to lecture on the Passion here next Thurs- 
day evening in the Y. M. C. A. building on 
our Brigade block, and in the K. of C. main 
building Good Friday night. Tomorrow I 
leave my barracks early for a walk of 3 


miles to say Mass in the Base Hospital 


which is one of the smaller K. of C. build- 
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ings; so you see I am not idle. Last night 
I refereed two boxing bouts at our big Ar- 
tillery Brigade Entertainment in the big Y. 
M. C. A. auditorium before 3000 soldiers. 
Last week I was out with the regiment at 
manoevres, riding at the head of the column 
on my pretty little cavalry horse ‘Pete,’ and 
was four hours in the saddle beside our Col- 
onel. We camped for the night, cooked our 
own meals over little camp fires and slept 
under little dog-tents in the field. It was 
a very pretty sight at dusk to see the hun- 
dreds of tiny fires gleaming as the soldiers 
cooked their rations, and the little tents 
nearby, nearly a thousand of them, loomed 
up in the shadows. We had a big camp fire 
near the Headquarters tent, and the Band 
gave a concert as we sat around it. Later 
the bugle sotinded ‘Quarters’ and all the lit- 
tle fires disappeared, the men’s songs were 
hushed, and at ‘Taps’ all crawled into the 
little tents to sleep. I remained up to say 
my Rosary. walking behind my tent, from 
which I could see the whole bivouac. Only 
one fire remained, beside which sat the soli- 
tary figure of the guard, who no doubt was 
thinking of the loved ones at home. I fin- 
ished my Rosary in the silent night under 
the stars. We broke camp next morning in 
a heavy rain but all enjoyed the experi- 
ence. Don’t forget to pray for us.” 


Father Munster, who has the rank of 
First Lieutenant, was an assistant priest in 
the Church of St. Mary of the Mount, Pitts- 
burgh, prior to his appointment in the field. 
He was amongst the first of the priests of 
that Diocese to offer his services to the Gov- 
ernment and was promptly accepted. 

According to the Camp Meade Herald, 
which is published by the enlisted men there 
in training, it is now being made the largest 
cantonment in the United States.

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MEETING OF NATIONAL CATH- 
OLIC WAR COUNCIL 

On Thursday and Friday of the second 
week of April, 1918, the National Catholic 
War Council of the United States of 
America had what may properly be called 
its first complete meeting. Actually, the 
fourteen Archbishops are the War Coun- 
cil; there was a formal meeting of the 
Archbishops. The direction of the-work is 
confided to an Administrative Committee 
of four Bishops; they were present to re- 
port to the Archbishops and to confer 
about the future. The Committee of Bish- 
ops entrust the actual operating direction 
to the Knights of Columbus and to a Com- 
mittee on Special War Activities; the Bish 
ops met each of these bodies separately, and 
representatives from both, forming with 
the Bishops the Executive Committee, met 
together for discussion of the whole scope 
of the war work. This, if one stops to 
think of it, is a very complete, as it is a very 
important, organization. It commands the 
services of thousands of men and women, 
ministering in one way or another to hun- 
dreds of thousands of Catholic men, and 
disposing of money which now begins to be 
reckoned in terms of tens of millions. It is 
a product of the first year of the country’s 
participation in the war. Perhaps as good 
a way as any to bring home its significance 
to the Catholic reader will be to take a good 
look at the Council at work. 


First, there is the meeting of the Arch- 
bishops. They have been engaged, on the 
preceding day, as trustees of the Catholic 
University. Now they sit as the Catholic 
War Council, still at the Catholic Univer- 
sity. Cardinal Gibbons is Chairman; he has 
been busy for almost a whole year in bring- 
ing the body to its present form. His ad- 
vice was sought by the Government as soon 
as the intention to take exceptional meas- 
ures for the moral safeguard of the men in 
camp was manifested. It was a letter of his 
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/ the members of the Hierarchy which 
esulted in effecting the organization out- 
ed above. Now that the directing body 
there, he keeps im close and constant 
ouch with every phase of the actual work. 
\ marvel of physical as well ~s intellec- 
| energy is this venerable prelate, as any- 
one would have concluded who saw him, 
on that snowy, rainy, blustry day, swinging 
around the University grounds on foot, 
nly a light cape over his shoulders, insist- 
ing on having air and exercise between 
sessions, and moving quite fast enough for 
the athletic young priest he had summoned 
join him. Beside Cardinal Gibbons at 
the table are Cardinal Farley, fresh from 
the triumph in New York where under his 
inspiration five millions have just been 
raised for a Catholic War Fund; and Car- 
dinal O'Connell, young, vigorous, forceful, 
keenly analyzing every phase of the great 
undertaking as outlined by the Committee 
sishops. There also are Archbishops 
Glennon and Mundelein from the Mid- 
die West, and Archbishops Hanna and 
Christie from the Pacific Coast. In all, 
seven great and representative leaders of 
the Catholics of the United States. They 


hear and approve the reports of the Com- ° 


mittee of Bishops, consider the needs of 
the future, undertake to support with all 
their authority and influence such appeals 
as are required to be made for more money 
when the Committee of Bishops judge the 
occasion to be urgent and the time to be 
oportune, and ratify the selection of a sin- 
gle treasurer for all moneys raised for 
Catholic war work from any and all sources.

The Knights of Columbus, the Fosdick 
Commission, the Y. M. C. A. and the Jewish 
Welfare Board of the United States Army 
and Navy are now operating under a plan 
that will enable them to make it more com- 
fortable for those who seek instruction or 


recreation in the camps at home or in the 
barracks and billets of France. 





William Foley, for fourteen years 
pastor of St. Andrew’s parish, Chicago, 
which he founded, has been appointed 
Vicar-General in charge of the Catholic 
chaplains in the Army and Navy.

PRIESTS AND RELIGIOUS IN THE 

FRENCH ARMY 


By W. P. McL. 


The war that is sweeping humanity, as a 
scourge, is continually revealing instances 
of willing sacrifices that arouse the admira- 
tion and wonder of those who are locked 
as foes in the seemingly bedevilled struggle. 
Notable among those acts of heroic self- 
sacrifice is the manner in which the Catho- 
lics, in all the nations involved, have volun- 
tarily rushed to take their part in the dread- 
ful carnival of death. 

The remarkably high proportion of Cath- 
olics in the German, Austrian, British and 
Italian, and, more strikingly, in our own 
American forces, gives the lie to the oft- 
used calumny that members of the Church 
of Rome are devoid of that sterling pa- 
triotism which is alleged to be vested solely 
in those of other religions, or in those un- 
fortunates of no religious belief at all. 

The most amazing illustration of the 
loyalty of the Catholic to his birthland in 
the present dire struggle is given by the 
French Priests and Members of Religious 
Orders—men and women—who had been 
banished from their native country at the 
end of a long and insidious campaign against 
the Almighty and His truths. That malevo- 
lent propaganda, was fostered through the 
years and kept alive by the debased intel- 
lects of Rabelais, Voltaire, Renan, the un- 
speakable Combes and others of their kind. 

Notwithstanding the persecutions and 
humiliations that attended the expulsion of 
the Religious Orders and the persecutions 
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heaped upon the priests and dignitaries of 
the Catholic Church the exiles rushed in 
thousands to the standards of France the 
moment her soil was invaded.

tion of Fribourg, Switzerland, during the 
days of (French) mobilization. [ saw a 
great crowd of compatriots who were 
streaming into the last train. I noticed 
many of them wearing soutanes or other 
ecclesiastical costumes .... They were 
expelled Religious. I shall never forget the 
eagerness with which they were flying to 
the help of France.’ 

“I cannot close without transcribing 
the story of Sister Julie of Gerbvilier. 
This is how her name stands in the Jour- 
nal Official: ‘By order of the Minister of 
War to be Chevalier of the Legion of 
Honor: Mme. Amelie Rigard, in religion 
Sister Julie, nurse at the field hospital of 
Gerbvilier.’

we live, and also the need of a rudimentary or- 
ganization between the nations to provide the 
machinery by which that peace can be maintained. 
I do not hesitate to recommend to the clergy of 
the Catholic Church active participation not only 
in the convention but in the work of the League 
to Enforce Peace, which under your leadership, 
has developed such a sane program accompanied 
by such high aims. Personally I feel that the 
inauguration of such a league as you plan is 
essential at this stage in the world’s history, 
otherwise we are likely to see retrogression in- 
stead of further progress in human affairs.

“That Iswas unable to stop over at Gray- 
moor on my way home from France caused 
me much regret, but I hope to have the op- 
portunity to do so on my return to that 
country. The chapel on the Holy Mountain 
became a treasured memory to me while at 
the front and all those who were connected 
with it, my dear friends, in memory of their 
kindness to me. I thanked God many times 
for having sent me there for strength in 
Him before being sent to do my little bit in 
the struggle for right. 

One’s soul becomes very naked while at 
the front, and in the process one becomes 


. blessed with a full realization of what clay 


and dust we are. Nothing is left but the 
fundamentals whereas before the war 
literature and culture were tending to take 
us away from God as He had revealed 
Himself to us, and this person and that per- 
son was springing up with this theory and 
that theory and for anyone to gather a 
large following it was only needful that the 
theory be sufficiently novel.

EXPOSITION OF THE RULE OF 
THE THIRD ORDER OF 
ST. FRANCIS 

By Rev. John Forest McGee, O.F.M. 

3. Those admitted into the Order must 
wear the customary small scapular and 
the cord, else they will be deprived of 
the granted privileges and rights. 

The livery of Tertiaries is their garb, 
which has always distinguished them. 
“The Third Order,” says Pope Benedict 
XIII, “is a real Order, since it has a 
noviceship, a profession of vows, a rule 
and a habit of its own.” It is not a mere 
confraternity or pious society. 

In the course of time the Tertiaries’ 
garb has undergone numerous changes. 
At the reception of the first Tertiaries, 
Luchesius and Benna Donna, St. Francis 
directed them to wear a plain garment of 
gray color—the dress of the poor peas- 
ants of Italy—held by a cord of common, 
knotted rope. This garment was worn 
always and everywhere as the ordinary 
dress, as the Franciscans wear the brown 
habit and cowl, and not as now merely at 
religious celebrations and assemblies, or 
as a shroud. The wearing of the Terti- 
ary habit was an inspiration to the people 
of Francis’ times and later, and lifted 
their thoughts to higher things; and it 
may be truthfully said that the Third 
Order would never have become the 
power that it once was in the Church of 
God, nor have wielded such an influence 
in the reformation of the people of 
Europe, had it not been for the support 
given the movement by the distinctive 
religious garb worn by its members. 

Both men and women wore a long gray 
garment that reached to the ankles and 
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was held by a knotted cord from which 
hung a chain of beads. A cloak of the 
same color as the habit completed the 
dress of the Tertiary. In addition, for a 
head-covering, a black veil was worn by 
the ladies. 

Soon the long habit was found unprac- 
tical for men’s attire, and was officially 
shortened to a length just below the 
knees; the women, however, continued 
wearing the long garment, but discarded 
the veil and wore a hat of dark color and 
modest appearance in its stead. 

These changes served to mark more 
closely the distinction between Tertiaries 
and members of the First and Second 
Orders. 


And still the changes came. In one 
parish members wore the habit openly, 
in others concealed under their outer gar 
ments ; and a general tendency to shorten 
the habit began to make itself felt. To 
meet this popular demand, Pope Julius 
II ordered that a short scapular, about 
three inches wide, of a dark brown color, 
and sufficiently long to be held by the 
cord, be substituted for the garments 
worn until then; and this change grad- 
ually led to the small scapular and cord 
which are to-day worn by Tertiaries and 
to which all indulgences and privileges 
attach. 


The long Tertiary habit may not be 
worn at public gatherings of any kind 
without the special permission of the 
Bishop of the diocése. Tertiaries are 
never obliged to appear in a body at any 
religious function; but if they do they 
must wear the insignia of the Order, and 
follow their own cross-bearer. They take 
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sodalities (Canons 701-706).-° 

lertiaries may be buried in their habit; 
and this pious custom ig growing and is 
to be commended. 

The present-day habit is the small 
scapular and cord. The scapular consists 
of two pieces of woolen material—no 
other is allowed, and it must not be 
artistically woven—of grey or brown 
color, held by two bands in such a man- 
ner that one end will rest on the wear- 
er's chest and the other on the back be- 
tween the shoulders. The scapular may 
be worn over the undergarments, The 
picture of St. Francis is often found on 
the scapulars; this is a praiseworthy cus- 
tom, but is not prescribed. 

The scapular bands may be of any ma- 
terial and color, and may be changed at 
any time without affecting the indulg- 


ences attached to the scapular. The 
scapular-medal cannot take the place of 
the Tertiary scapular. 


The cord is a hempen or woolen rope 
that girds the loins, with three knots to 
represent the Holy Trinity, or five to re- 
mind the wearer of the five wounds of 
our Saviour. 

To gain all indulgences scapular and 
cord must be blessed. This applies only 
to the first scapular and cord worn; if 
they be soiled or unfit for wear, they 
may be exchanged for others, which re- 
quire no fresh blessing. Only priests 
empowered to receive Tertiaries can 
bless the scapular and cord, and this 
blessing can be given at any time, not neces- 


sarily at the time of reception> In case but 
one scapular and cord are used at the recep- 
tion of several members, the first cord and 


scapular that the Tertiary wears must be 
blessed for him. 

Both, scapular and cord, must be worn 
day and night to entitle Tertiaries to all the 
privileges of the Order and the indulgences. 
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If it is discarded, say for a day, Tertiaries 
do not sin, but lose all Tertiary blessings 
for that day. 

At the time of the clothing a name, usu- 
ally of some Saint or Blessed of the three 
Orders, is given to the postulant. 


FATHER DE VALLES, T.S.A., FEAR- 
LESS AND FAITHFUL 

As our Readers already know the Soci- 
ety of the Atonement has a Tertiary Priest 
serving as Chaplain of the rogth U. S. In- 
fantry in France, Rev. John De Valles. His 
letter in the February number was read by 
thousands with intensest interest. ~ On 
Thursday, April 18, the Associated Press 
cabled to the American dailies from France 
the following tribute to the heroism and 
fearless devotion of Father De Valles: 

Commanders of units who participated 
in the several days of fighting last week in 
company with the French in the Apremont 
Wood sector are finding it difficult to pick 
out men who especially distinguished them- 
selves in the operations. 

One commander said that every man 
acted like a hero, and it was hard to choose 
the most deserving cases. One of the most 
popular men with the soldiers on this sector 
is the Rev. De Valles, a Roman Catholic 
priest of New Bedford, Mass., who is liv- 
ing with the men in an unofficial capacity, 
he having come to France as a representa- 
tive of the Knights of Columbus. 

When the attacks began Father De Val- 
les, braving the dangers of shell and ma- 
chine gun-fire, went to the casualty clear- 
ing station near the front line to administer 
to the wounded. He assisted in dressing 
the injuries of the soldiers and gave to each 
man a word of cheer. He handed out cig- 
arettes to the men who smoked. 


“He’s as game as they make them and 
every inch a soldier,” said a “doughboy,” 
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while other soldiers spoke of -the-inspira- 
tion furnished by the priest. 

Eprtor’s Note: Since the above was 
written Father DeValles has been deco- 
rated with the French War Cross in com- 
pany with one hundred and twenty-one 
members of the 104th Regiment, U. S. In- 
fantry for their heroic stand in the Forest 
of Apremont. Father DeValles’s name 
headed the list.

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“I’M FOR THE FRIARS” 


In Diplomatic Days, Mrs. Nelson 
O’Shaughnessy’s recent book of remin- 
iscences, she enthusiastically praises. the 
work of the Church in Mexico, and gives 
the following reflections on what she be- 
held in the town of Texcoco: 

A crumbling, picturesque monastery and in- 
conceivably desolate, dusty seminary join the 
church where the friars used to teach. Oh, the 
poor friars! There is so little account taken of 
their ceaseless activities, of how they found a 
wilderness, dotted it with churches, schools and 
hospitals, stamped it with a seal of matchless 
beauty, brought it out of the worship of greedy 
gods, human sacrifices and abominations, count- 
ing no cost, and showed as best they might dim 
shapes of more benign powers. I can’t see what 
all the hue and cry is about, all the revilings. We 
couldn't match the record. We have disfigured 
Mexico, wherever we have set our seal. Frankly, 
I'm for the friars. 

The reason why the author of “Diplom- 
atic Days” is frankly “for the friars” is 
because she has learned from reading his- 
tory that their spiritual conquest of Mex- 
ico caused the substitution of civilization 
for barbarism, and of Christianity for idol- 
atry. The friars’ untiring labors brought 
about not only the religious regeneration 
of the country, but its material and social 
betterment as well. The Indians willingly 
flocked into the Church in vast numbers. 
The renowned Friar Motolina, for instance, 
is known to have baptized some 400,000 
natives with his own hand, and within a 
few years after the Spaniards came the 
entire country had become Catholic. Un- 
der the Ch ch’s fostering patronage ed- 
cation and learning throve and spread. 
The first printing press in the Western 
Hemisphere was set up in Mexico in 1536, 
and Dr. John Gilmary Shea gives a list of 
fifty hooks which were published before 
1614, twenty-four years prior to the date 
a press reached the English colonies. In 
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1524 a school for Indians opened its doors, 
by 1543 the natives were taking industrial 
courses there, and in 1553 the great Uni- 
versity of Mexico was started. 

As Mrs. O’Shaughnessy sadly owns, we 
cannot match that record. On the con- 
trary, “we have disfigured Mexico wher- 
ever we have set our seal.” By giving of- 
ficial recognition to the persecuting Gov- 
ernment that controls a portion of Mexico, 
the United States would seem to have 
tacitly condoned all the acts of pillage, 
rape, murder and sacrilege which have 
marked the rise to power of Carranza and 
his associates. Moreover, it was our un- 
justifiable interference in the affairs of 
Mexico that made possible the unspeakable 
abominations of Villa and Carranza. With- 
out question, “we have disfigured Mexico 
wherever we have set our seal.”

OF FAITH 


It has been pointed out over and over again, 
however, that so far from any such neutraliza 
tion of faith by science being true, a great many 
of the most important scientists of the nineteenth 
century have been firm believers and deeply re 
ligious men in practice. With Brother Potamian 
whose recent death is such a loss to us all, | 
once helped to write a book called “Makers oi 
Electricity,” in which we pointed out that all the 
great founders in that most modern department 
of science—Galvani, Volta, Coulomb, Ampere, 
Ohm, Oersted, Clerk Maxwell and Lord Kelvin 
had deep religious convictions and most of them 
indeed were devout Catholics. Galvani asked to 
be buried in the habit of the Third Order of St 
Francis though the gowns of a number of dis 
tinguished scientific societies, of which he was 
a member, were at his command. Volta’s favor 
ite devotion was the Rosary and in his walks in 
the country he was often seen saying his beads 
Ampere’s devout practical faith saved Ozanam 
at a critical period in his life from temptations 
to infidelity. Ohm was a professor in a Jesuit 
College. Clerk Maxwell; a devout Anglican, kept 
a diary of spiritual fayors. Lord Kelvin once 
declared that science demonstrates the existence 
of a Creator.

Cuurca Unity Octave in IRELAND 
To the Editor of Tue Lamp: 


You will be glad to know that the Church 
Unity Octave was widely observed in Ireland 
this year. During the past year our Society 
realizing the necessity of prayer for the success 
of the work it had undertaken, requested the 
communities in the various Irish convents to 
join in prayer for the conversion of China and 
as a means to that end, for the success of the 
Irish Mission. The response was marvelous. In 
nearly every convent in Ireland, one sister was 
appointed by the Mother Superioress, who would 
interest herself especially in organizing a leagué 
of prayer for the conversion of China. And so 
at the present time in over 300 Irish Convents 
Holy Communions are offered every week by the 
Community for that intention. We are convinced 
that we owe more of our success to those pray- 
ers than we do to any other circumstances con- 
nected with our Mission. Furthermore, in many 
convents, a special day is set aside every week 
and all the prayers and good works of that 
day are offered up for the same object. In Ire- 
land, as elsewhere, the influence of the Convents 
extends far beyond the Convent walls and 
in this way they have been able to secure pro- 
moters for the League of Prayer among the 
teachers and members of the Children of Mary 
Sodalities. So that at present Masses, Holy 
Communions, Stations of the Cross, Rosaries and 
numerous good works are being offered up daily 
and weekly for the conversion of China by 
thousands of people in Ireland. The present 
membership of our League of Prayer is 30,000. 

Convinced as we are of the close connection 
that exists between the great Octave of Prayer 
which you and your Society under God have 
been instrumental in establishing, and the object 
we have in view—the cotiversion of a great na- 
tion to the true faith—we requested the good 
Sisters who were interested in our League of 
Prayer, to forward also the interests of the 
Church Unity Octave among the members of 
the League. From the letters we have received 
we have reason to know that the Octave was 


observed by all the members of the communit; 
in a great number of the Convents as well as 
in the other. centres where our League of Prayer 
is established. Besides leaflets explaining thc 
Octave and containing the special prayers pre 
scribed by Our Holy Father were circulated in 
all the religious houses and large numbers oi 
lay-people applied directly to us for leaflets. 

The extraordinary—almost miraculous  suc- 
cess—of the Church Unity Octave; the fact that 
it has been so evidently blessed with such won- 
derful fruits, and that it has in so short a time 
been richly endowed with privileges and indul 
gences, and extended to the observance of the 
Universal Church, makes it appeal in a very spe- 
cial way to our people in Ireland. They see in 
it a powerful means of bringing an erring world 
to the light of faith in which they themselves 
have so long and so unerringly walked. The fact, 
too, that it has been so warmly recommended 
by our beloved Cardinal gives it a special claim 
I have no doubt but with little more organiza- 
tion it would take a firm root in Ireland, and 
thus obtain additional force from the prayers of 
a people, who through their steadfastness in the 
face of trials and persecutions such as few other 
nations have suffered, must be specially dear to 
the Almighty, and powerful to move His mercy 
towards the erring ones of humanity. 

Anything that we can do in Ireland to help 
on so grand an object, believe me, dear Rev 
Father, we shall consider it a privilege to do.

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Tue Discovery oF America. A Pageant by 
Thomas B. Coakley, D.D. Illustrations by J. 
Woodman Thompson, A.B., New York. The 
Encyclopedia Press, 75 cents. 


We regret that this charming little dramatic 
work of Doctor Coakley’s has been waiting on 
our review table since December. It is, how- 
ever, sure to command as time goes on an in- 
creased demand and interest in the quarters 
where it, and more of the kind, are urgently 
needed. . Our colleges, parochial schools, etc., 
have had an abundance of sentimental burlesque 
too often taken upon the small Catholic stage 
because nothing better was for the moment in 
sight. 


The drama tells the story of*Columbus (who 
was a Franciscan Tertiary), his trials and his 
triumphs, and the part played by a Franciscan 
Friar and the Church in financing his epoch- 
making missionary voyage of discovery. It is a 
new lesson Doctor Coakley teaches_in the fine 
lines of Father Perez when he plants the Cross 
on the shores of the new world, and one shud- 
ders to think what might have been the result 
had Columbus been turned away from the Mon- 
astery door the night he begged shelter from 
the Friars. Mr. Joyce Kilmer has written a 
charming introduction to the book. 

We would suggest that in future editions Fray 
Perez be referred to as the Guardian not “the 

_ Prior” of La Rabida; the former being the more 
correct title for a Franciscan Superior. 

Minute stage directions are also included, a 
distinct advantage in reproducing it. The book 
is artistically bound, and is illustrated with five 
excellent line drawings by J. Woodman Thomp- 
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son. We heartily commend it to those who are 
looking for something new and dignified for 
Catholic theatres, especially Reverend Franciscan 
Superiors of colleges and seminaries, 


“Tue Four Gospets,” wilh a practical com- 
mentary for priests and students, by Rev, Charles 
J. Callan, O. P. 557 pages. (Joseph F. Wagner, 
New York, $4.00.) 

This handsome volume adequately meets the 
requirements of seminary pupils and also of other 
scriptural students, who have no time for the 
extensive commentaries, except occasionally to 
study up some special question. 

Father Callan gives an introduction to each 
gospel about the author, the time and place of 
writing, the purpose and motive, the language, 
the characteristics, the authenticity, etc. Then 
follow the chapters of the Gospel. After an 
outline of the contents of each chapter comes 
the English scriptural text and the explanations, 
arranged in such a way that the verses of the 
Gospel and the comments going with them are 
on the same page. The whole appearance of the 
pages is decidedly attractive. At the end oi the 
book there is a “Harmony of the Four Gospels,” 
a list of the “Principal Commentaries on the 
Gospels” and an “Index of Subjects.” 


RELIGIONS OF THE Past AND Present. Edited 
by Dr. J. A. Montgomery, Professor of Hebrew, 
University of Pennsylvania. 8vo. 450 pages. 
$2.50 net. J. B. Lippincott Company, Publishers, 
Philadelphia. 

The above, although not, of course, written 
from the Catholic standpoint and containing much 
that is not at all acceptable to us, is, however, a 
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valuable book of reference for Catholic theolo- ‘ 
gians. 

The whole great subject is approached with 
reverence, and we were especially pleased and 
surprised at the. manner in which Dr. Howland 
treats the subject of Mediaeval Christianity. He 
begins by denying that the period should ever 
be designated as the “Dark Ages,” claiming for 
it an almost unexcelled degree of intellectual 
activity. 

Monasticism is given full credit for its enor- 
mous beneficent influence. The Democratic na- 
ture of the system is stressed along with its 
spiritual ideals and attainments. The magnifi- 
cent organization and personnel of the Church 
are described as far ahead of the secular power 
of the period, and—most remarkable of all for 
a Protestant writer—he proclaims the Tolerance 
of the Church, and the assertion is well main- 
tained. The following is excellent and will bear 
wide quotation: 


Universal acceptance of the Church had an- 
other consequence, namely, the attitude of the 
common man toward religion, It was so much 


a part of his daily life and was accepted as so 
natural an element of human experience that 
there was none of that half-timid, half-apologetic 
attitude sometimes met with to-day when the sub- 
ject of religion is broached. There was no sepa- 
ration between religiow and business or between 
religion and pleasure. Sunday was not the Sab- 
bath of the Jews nor the Sabbath of the Puri- 
tans. Jt was of itself scarcely more sacred to 
religion than the other six days of the week, 
save that the compulsory cessation of labor gave 
a greater opportunity for attendance at divine 
service. IWhen Mass had been heard, the re 
mainder of the day was frankly devoted to pleas- 
ure and social enjoyment. But if Sunday was 
not set aside exclusively for religion, neither 
was religion reserved for Sunday. The doors 
of the church stood open all days alike and at 
any hour one might step within to. meditate or 
satisfy the impulse of worship, or to use the 
sacred edifice for any of the ordinary purposes 
if daily life. “Such customs,” says a French 
historian, “which seem ta us like a violation of 
the sanctuary, were fully authorised in the Mid- 
dle Ayes. The Church allowed the people to 
amuse themselves and the clergy were one with 
the people in this matter. Religion in those days 
was not sad and austere. Life was not divided 
ito two parts, a religious and a worldly. Noth- 
‘ng was profane, for religion embraced all of 
human existence. People journeyed along the 
road of salvation with gay hearts. Pilgrimages 
were often pleasant excursions. Religious as- 
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semblies, “pardons” as they are still called in 
Brittany, ‘were noisy and crowded gatherings 
where peddlers, wandering minstrels and clown: 
opened their booths or set up their platforms. 
One did not pull a long face when he entered « 
church, for the church was a continuation of ' 
street and the common meeting place of all. The 
choir, indeed, was reserved for worship, but the 
nave belonged to the people. There meetings 
were held, even councils of war, assemblies of 
insurgent citizens. One went there to stroll 
about, to exchange gossip, to talk business. There 
on rainy days the fairs were held for lack of a 
better place. The church bell was rung for the 
opening of the market, for town meetings and 
for insurrections, as well as for the Divine 
Offices. The churchman, whether priest or 
canon, was as worldly as the layman; and the 
laymen were as religious as the priests. Even 
among the monks there were jolly souls who 
wete invited to the weddings and the family fes- 
tivals, and who enjoyed good stories even when 
told against themselves. Holy men these, never- 
theless, and in spite of all very edifying, since 
they rendered religion lovable and caused some 
Christian ideas to penetrate into the rude mass 
of people. None of the monks were more popu- 
lar than the Franciscans. In the garb of their 
Order, which seems strange to us today but dif- 
fered little from the costume of that period, they 
went about preaching, collecting, begging, enter- 
ing the homes, inquiring about the wife and chil- 
dren, giving advice, prescribing remedies, dis- 
tributing blessings.

ELECTRIC LIGHT IN SISTINE 
CHAPEL 

Electric light was used for the first time 
in the Sistine chapel of the Vatican palace 
on the occasion of the third anniversary of 
the coronation of Pope Benedict XV. On 
former years candles were used to light the 
chapel, which is dark except on sunshiny 
days. 
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Corporal Thomas J. Roberts, of Dorchester, 
Mass., is reported among those killed in France. 
He was a member of Company C, r1orst U. S. 
Infantry, the old Fighting Ninth. His sister 
Catherine is organist of St. Matthew’s Church, 
Dorchester. 


Sister Mary Stephen, one of the most widely 
known members of the St. Joseph Order of Nuns 
in Brooklyn, who celebrated the golden juhjlee 
of her sisterhood four years ago, died on Tues- 
day, April 16th, in the Convent of St. Teresa’s 
parish school, well past the age of seventy. As 
principal of St. Theresa’s school she had been 
active up to April 8th. Her illness was of short 
duration, being an attack of grippe developing 
into pneumonia. 


The death of the Rev. Patrick P. Carey, Chap- 
lain U. S. A., occurred on Wednesday, April 1oth, 
at the Army and Navy Hospital, Hot Springs, 
Arkansas. The Solemn Mass of Requiem was 
celebrated on Monday, the rsth, in St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, New York, the interment being at 
Waterville, N. Y. 


The Rev. Leo J. Doyle, senior assistant at The 
Church of the Blessed Sacrament, New Rochelle, 
N. Y., was buried with Solemn funeral Mass 
from The Church of St. Gabriel, New York, 
on April 3rd. 


The Intermountain Catholic announces the 
death of the Rev. Patrick J. Mannion, aged 39, 
and for the past three years chaplain of the 
Holy Cross Hospital, Salt Lake, saying that 
“Catholics of the Salt Lake Diocese lost one of 
_ the best loved missionaries of the entire diocese 
and the diocese lost one of its ablest and hard- 
est workers.” 


The London Tablet announces the death of 
Mr. Ambrose Willis, widely known in America, 
who was killed in action in Palestine. For some 
years Mr. Willis was the publisher and manager 


of The Tablet. He was born in London in 1885, 
the son of Thomas Frederick Willis, who was a 
convert from the Anglican ministry. 


The Most Rev. Joseph Weber, D.D., C.R., Titu- 
lar Archbishop of Darna, General of the Order 
of the Resurrectionist Fathers of the United 
States and Canada, died the last Sunday in 
March at the Resurrectionist Monastery at Cra 
gin, Chicago, III. 


Sir John Madden, Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of Victoria, New South Wales, whose 
death has been announced, was a Catholic. He 
was educated at Beauchamp, France, and St. Pat- 
rick’s College, Melbourne. He became Minister 
of Justice in the Victorian Legislative Assembly, 
and Chief Justice of Victoria in 1893. 


On Thursday, April 11th, Mrs. Elizabeth Law- 
ler, mother of- the Rt. Rev. J. J. Lawler, departed 
this life at Rochester, Minn., at the age of 84 
Mrs. Lawler was one of the early pioneers of 
the State, having gone from New York to Min 
nesota sixty years ago. 


Sister Mary of St. Vitalis, a member of the 
Order of Gur Lady of Charity of the Good 
Shepherd, died at the House of the Order in 
Boston on April 21, fortified with the Holy Sacra- 
ments of Mother Church.
